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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15-18, and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 15, patentability resides in "adjusting a degree of opening of a vehicle 

aperture an amount that increase as said level of drowsiness increases", in combination with the 

other Umitations of the claim. 

Regarding claim 23, patentability resides in "pumping an amount of oxygen into a 

vehicle cab in response to an increase in said level of said drowsiness, wherein a climate control 

system is utilized to pump said amount of oxygen", in combination with the other limitations of 

the claim.
